Wa. hington-This session of Con­ 
gress has accom plished a great 
deal in focusing national attention 
upon the evils of “ back-door” gov­ 
ernm ent spending. 
Economy - minded m em bers of 
Congress are hoj>eful that the cam ­ 
paign sooner or later will succeed 
in closing the “back - door” — 
and thereby stopping government 
spending of billions of dollars by 
by passing of the House and Senate 
Appropriation com m ittees. 
“ Back - door” spending is ac­ 
complished by obtaining the money 
directly from the T reasury without 


having to justify the expenditures 
before the Appropriation com m it­ 
tees — which was required proce­ 
dure until recent years. 
It has been com pard to a man 
signing blank checks for billions of 
dollars and 
passing them out to 
favored friends. 
By 
employing this 
procedure, 
tile Administration 
in 
power 
in 
W ashington, 
can 
boost 
federal 
spending enormously without hav­ 
ing to explain — and defend — 
the expenditures before the Appro­ 
priation committees. 
Because of increasing aw areness 
of this situation, m ore and more 
m em bers of Congress are becom ­ 
ing convinced that the by-passing 
procedure violated the provision 
of the United States Constitution 
which says that: 
“ No money shall be draw n from 
the Treasur.vi but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law .” 
The seriousness of the problem 
is dem onstrated by the fact that 
since 1932 more than $140,000.000.- 
000 of federal spending has been 
authorizd by the “ back - door” 
m ethod of financing. 
And during the first few months 
of

Kennedy 
Adm inistration 
m ore than $28,670,000.00» in “ back­ 
door” spending has been request­ 
ed _ and approxim ately $17.800,- 
000.000 of this amount already has 
been approved. 
Many legislators, therefore, are 
dem anding that Congress recap­ 
ture control of governm ent spend- 
ing—as the Constitution intended 
—and help restrain the pell-mell 
rush toward greater and greater 
w elfare spending. 
“ Back - door” spending provid­ 
ed the m aor controversy over Mr. 
K ennedy’s foreign aid program . He 
advocated a 
five-year 
program , 
costing a total of $8.800.000.000, to 
provide 
development 
loans 
to 
needy nations — 
without 
giving 
Congress an opportunity to check 
on the expenditures each year and 
decide on what was desirable for 
the future. 
It hould be em hasized that the 
m ajor controversy was not over 
the m erits of foreign aid. Many of 
the m ost vehement opponents of 
"back - door” spending w ere a r­ 
dent supporters of foreign aid. 
But they thought the tim e had 
com e to check the avalanche of 
federal se n d in g which is escaping 
annual scrutiny by the A ppropria­ 
tion com m ittees. 
An all - im portant reason for re- 
turnim r to the Constitutional ap­ 
propriation procedure is this: only 
the

tion to consider proposed legisla­

M em bers of other com m ittees, 
which authorize government pro­ 
gram s, have special interests and 
responsibilities. They recommend 
legislation which, as they see it,

ever spending they consider nec­ 
essary for these programs. 
But these legislative committees 
do 
not, in general, consider th« 
problems in the light of the total 
needs of th government and its 
financial 
ability 
to 
m eet them. 
M embers of the appropriation com- 
m ittees, who are presum ed to have 
special knowledge of govem m en- 
ment finances, are the only legis­ 
lators in a position to decide, in 
the best interests of the nation, 
how much spending should be ap­ 
proved. 
“ Back - door” spending escapes 
this ail - important examination. 
As Chairm an Cannon (D-Mo.) of 
the House Appropriation Commit­ 
tee. told his collagues: “ the ‘back­ 
door’ spending practice is indefen­ 
sible before every rule of reason 
and common sense.” 
Or. in the words of Rep. Kath­ 
arine St. George iR-N.Y.): 
“we 
cannot stress too often what a per­ 
nicious thing ‘back - door’ spend­ 
ing is. . it covers up the true fin­ 
ancial picture, and enables advo­ 
cates of large spending programs 
to cover up the total amounts to 
be sf>ent. . .it is a hoax on our

Republicans are bound to point 
out that in the pre-convention pe­ 
riod 
when 
Bobby 
Kennedy was 
his brother's cam paign m anager 
and was working night and day 
to get him nom inated, Congress­ 
m an Keogh 
wa^ one of his best 
supporters. In fact, 
Keogh was 
the New York spokesm an for the 
Kennedy forces. 
Now, during the investigation of 
the Keoghs, the m an who worked 
intim ately with the Judge’s broth­ 
er sits in judgm ent on a m an who 
helped m ake his brother’s elec­ 
tion as President of the United 
Slates possible. 
This position is fair neither to 
Attorney G eneral Kennedy nor to 
Congressman Keogh and is why 
a cam paign m anager would not 
hold the job of attorney general.

stolen,

P rior to 1949. also. Congressm an

ley bill which would have hiked 
ga s rates. The bill w'ouid have

and he voted for the housewives. 
But m 1949, Keogh and Charley 
Clark, lobbyist for a gas pipeline 
company as well as lor Spam, 
had become friendly and Keogh 
reversed him seii.

At about this time, Congress­ 
man Keogh began to receive a

checks 
from 
lobbyist 
Charley Clark. They were listed 
as payments by Clark for legal 
advice on a tax case 
which the 
federal government 
had against 
Silas E. Cham bers of M iami. The 
first check was dated M arch 6, 
1950, for $1,500; another on M arch 
24, 1950. was for SI,000; April 5, 
$500: May 3 , $500: and June 15, 
$1,000. 
The interesting thing was that 
Keogh, as a m em ber of Congress, 
had no business accepting a law 
fee in eonnction with a tax case.

CHRISTMAS TOYS

Toys — all the way from a 10- 
cent rubber ball to a shiny new 
bicycle — are a part of growing 
up and the child without a toy or 
two — or two dozen — at Christ­ 
m as is a forlorn tot indeed. 
The chances are that your young­ 
sters will open their gifts Christ­ 
m as morning and have a large 
time getting acquainted writh their 
new toys. But in all too m a n y 
households across the nation, the 
toys themselves will dim the happy 
Christmas season, by causing acci­ 
dents and 
injuries. 
The American Medical Associa­ 
tion’s magazine, Today’s Health, 
offers a few simple tips for select­ 


ing toys that will help to insure a 
completely happy Christmas. 
—Beware of sm all toys that can 
be swallowed, flam m able toys, and 
toys with rough or sharp edges. 
—All electric toys should be safe 
— look for the UL (Underwriters 
Laboratory) label on the cord and 
the toy itself. 
—Avoid toys made of lead or 
colored with lead-based paints — 
t h e 
swallowing 
o f 
poisonous 
amounts of lead by children who 
chew the paint off can 
cause ill­ 
ness. 
—Baby’s toys should be too large 
to put in the mouth, washable, 
lightweight and non-brittle. 
Eye injuries are a particularly 
dangerous hazard from Christmas 
toys. Writing in the North Caro­ 
lina Medical Journal. Dr. D a n 
Currie of Fayetteville reported that

Wa.-hington-This session of Con­ 
gress has accomplished a great 
deal in focusing national attention 
upon the evils of “ back-door” gov­ 
ernment spending. 
Economy - minded members of 
Congress are hopeful that the cam­ 
paign sooner or later will succeed 
in closing the “back - door” -~ 
and thereby stopping government 
spending of billions of dollars by 
by tossing of the House and Senate 
Appropriation committees. 
“ Back - door” spending is ac­ 
complished by obtaining the money 
directly from the Treasury without 


having to justify the expenditures 
before the Appropriation commit­ 
tees — which was required proce­ 
dure until recent years. 
It has been compard to a man 
signing blank checks for billions of 
dollars and 
passing them out to 
favored friends. 
By 
employing this 
procedure, 
the Administration in power in 
Washington, 
can 
boost 
federal 
spending enormously' without hav­ 
ing to explain — and defend — 
the expenditures before the Appro­ 
priation committees. 
Because of increasing awareness 
of this situation, more and more 
members of Congress are becom­ 
ing convinced that the by-passing 
procedure violated the provision 
of tile United States Constitution 
which says that: 
“No money shall be drawn from 
the Treasuryi but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law.” 
The seriousness of the problem 
is demonstrated by the fact that 
since 1932 more than $140,000,000,- 
000 of federal spending has been 
authorizd by the “back - door” 
method of financing. 
And during the first few months 
of 
the 
Kennedy 
Administration 
more than $28,670,000,000 in “back­ 
door" spending has been request­ 
ed — and approximately $17,800,- 
000.000 of this amount already has 
been approved. 
Many legislators, therefore, are 
demanding that Congress recap­ 
ture control of government spend­ 
ing—as the Constitution intended 
—and help restrain the pell-mell 
rush toward greater and greater 
welfare spending. 
“ Back - door” spending provid­ 
ed the rn aor controversy over Mr. 
Kennedy’s foreign aid program. He 
advocated a 
five-year program, 
costing a total of $8,800,000,000, to 
provide 
development 
loans 
to 
needy nations — 
without giving 
Congress an opportunity to check 
on the expenditures each year and 
decide on what was desirable for 
the future. 
It .should be oily basked that the 
m ajor controversy was not over 
the merits of foreign aid. Many of 
the most vehement opponents of 
“ back - door” spending were ar­ 
dent supporters of foreign aid. 
But they thought the time had 
come to check the avalanche of 
federal spending which is escaping 
annual scrutiny by the Appropria­ 
tion committees. 
An all - important reason for re­ 
turning to the Constitutional ap­ 
propriation procedure is this: only 
the 
House 
and 
Senate 
Appro­ 
priation commitees are in a posi­ 
tion to consider proposed legisla­ 
tion from the viewpoint of the re­ 
lationship between 
its cost and 
the 
government’s over-all 
fiscal 
situation. 


Members of other committees, 
which authorize government pro­ 
grams, have special interests and 
responsibilities. They recommend 
legislation which, as they see it, 
is needed to deal 
with certain 
problems. They authorize 
what­ 
ever spending they consider nec­ 
essary for these programs. 
But these legislative committee* 
do 
not, in general, consider th* 
problems in the light of the total 
needs of th government and its 
financial 
ability 
to 
meet them. 
Members of the appropriation com­ 
mittees. who are presumed to have 
special knowledge of governmen- 
ment finances, are the only legis­ 
lators in a position to decide, in 
the best interests of the nation, 
how much spending should be ap­ 
proved. 
“Back - door” spending escapes 
this all - important examination. 
As Chairman Cannon (D-Mo.) of 
the House Appropriation Commit­ 
tee, told his collagues: “the ‘back­ 
door’ spending practice is indefen­ 
sible before every rule of reason 
and common sense.” 
Or, in the words of Rep. Kath­ 
arine St. George (R-N.Y.): “we 
cannot stress too often what a per­ 
nicious thing ‘back - door’ spend­ 
ing is. . .it covers up the true fin­ 
ancial picture, and enables advo­ 
cates of large spending programs 
to cover up the total amounts to 
be spent. . .it is a hoax on our 
people.” 
They think the “back - door” 
should be locked — and perma­ 
nently.

is 
that

Vincent J. Keogh, charged with 
splitting a $35,000 bribe, is Con­ 
gressman 
Eugene 
Keogh. 
The 
congressman 
was 
one 
of 
the 
strong workers for John F. 
Ken­ 
nedy's nomination at Los Angeles 
and necessarily was investigated, 
because of reports that he had 
been approached by the fixers. 
Attorney 
General 
Kennedy 
an­ 
nounced that he was not involved. 
Republicans are bound to point 
out that in the pre-convention pe­ 
riod when Bobby Kennedy was 
his brother's campaign manager 
and was working night and day 
to get him nominated. Congress­ 
man Keogh 
wa^ one of his best 
supporters. In fact, Keogh was 
the New' York spokesman for the 
Kennedy forces. 
Now. during the investigation of 
the Keoghs, the man who worked 
intimately with the Judge's broth­ 
er sits in judgment on a man who 
helped make his brother’s elec­ 
tion as President of the United 
States possible. 
This position is fair neither to 
Attorney General Kennedy nor to 
Congressman Keogh and is why 
a campaign m anager would not 
hold the job of attorney general. 
Bobby 
Kennedy, 
w h o 
didn't 
really want the job but who has 
been a good attorney general is 
of course following plenty of prec­ 
edent. Eisenhower appointed the 
former chairman of the Republi­

Spokesman for Franco

John 
Cash- 
more, Democratic boss of Brook­ 
lyn, used to tell how he had once 
offered Congressman Gene Keogh 
a state supreme court judgeship. 
“Give it to my kid brother,” 
Cashmore quoted Keogh as say­ 
ing. 
Latterly 
Congressman 
Keogh 
has won a reputation as Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy’s staunchest New 
York supporter on Capitol Hill. 
Earlier, 
he 
was 
known 
as

spokesman ‘for Dictator Franco of 
Spain. 
Keogh was elected to Congress 
in 1938, and for ll years took no 
appreciable interest in Spain. 
Then suddenly, after ll silent 
years in Congress, Keogh became 
the champion of dictator Franco. 
He littered tile Congressional Rec­ 
ord with statem ents and editorials 
favorable to Spain. He interrupt­ 
ed 
congressional debates to de­ 
fend Spain. He offered an amend­ 
ment to include Spain in Marshall 
Plan handouts. 
Franco Lobbyist 
This began in 1949 
It was in 
1949 
also 
t h a t 
Congressman 
Keogh was seen frquently in the 
company 
of Franco’s 
lobbyist, 
Charles Patrick Clark, who draws 
SKX),OOO annually from the Span­ 
ish embassy. 
On Oct. 8. 1949, Congressman 
Keogh paid a 
visit to dictator 
Franco 
in 
Madrid. 
Lobbyist 
Charles Patrick Clark was in Ma­ 
drid with him. 
Traveling on a Spanish train 
thai 
night. 
Congressman 
Keogh 
was reported to have had $5,000 
stolen, together with his pants, 
when he hung the pants too near 
a window in a sleeping car. 
Prior to 1949. also. Congressman 
Keogh opposed the natural gas 
lobby and voted against the Riz- 
ley bill which would have hiked 
ga s rates. The bill would have 
meant higher 
gas bills to Brook­ 
lyn housewives who elected him 


and he voted for the housewives. 
But m i949, Neoga and Charley 
Clark, lobbyist for a gas pipeline 
company as well as tor Spam, 
had become friendly and Keogh 
reversed him sell. 
Fee* tor Tax Case 
At a boul this time, Congress­ 
man Keogn began to receive a 
series of 
checks 
from lobbyist 
Charley Clark. They were listed 
as payments by Clark for legal 
advice on a tax case 
which the 
federal government 
had against 
Silas E. Chambers of Miami. The 
first check was dated March 6, 
1950. for $1,500; another on March 
24. 1950, was for $1,000; April 5, 
$500; May 3 , $500; and June 15, 
$ 1,000. 
The interesting thing was that 
Keogh, as a member of Congress, 
had no business accepting a law 
fee in connation with a tax case. 
Such law practice against the fed­ 
eral government by a member of 
Congress 
is illegal. 
In 
September, 
1950, 
s o m e 
months 
after 
the 
checks 
had 
passed. I handed the information 
to 
t h e 
Justice 
Department, 
whereupon both Keogh and Clark 
were quizzed by the FBI. 
Immediately 
the 
congressman 
wrote a letter to Clark, dated 
Oct. 31, 1950, which aptieared to 
be aimed at alibiing his transac­ 
tion. It stated: 
“ I have given further consider­ 
ation to the propriety of my con­ 
tinuing to act as advisory counsel. 
Therefore, if it meets with your 
approval, I should ask you to cdn- 
ider that our firm has withdrawn 
and consider that the fee which 
you previously 
paid us will be 
in full.” 
When the congressman and lob­ 
byist Clark were interviewd by 
this column regarding the pur­ 
pose of these foes, they told dif­ 
ferent stories. 
According to Keogh, Clark had 
merely dealt with his New York 
law firm. Halpin, Keogh , and St. 
John, not with him. But when 
Clark was asked how Keogh had 
earned the;e fee* he explained 
that Keogh had given very help­ 
ful advice. 
“Then it was Keogh who ad­ 
vised you on this case?” Clark 
was asked. 
“Yes,” was the reply.

a records management clinic for 
state officials. 
Carried out as part of the Con­ 
tinuity of Government Program, 
the clinic w'ill serve to brief state 
officers on records management 
methods. 
“The initial purpose of this phase 
of the program is to safe guard 
essential government r e c o r d s 
against the possiblity of destruc­ 
tion in the course of a man-made 
or natural disaster,” the Governor 
explained. “However, studies of 
agency records systems will en­ 
able us to make more efficient use 
of prime office space through de­ 
struction of old. unneedd records 
and placement of infrequently used 
files in low cost storage.” 
He also said the release of office 
space for other uses — which could 
amount 
to 
as 
much as 30,000 
square feet in Jefferson City alone 
— would result in substantial cur­ 
tailment ot the state's need for 
new office construction ond rent­ 
als. 
The 
federal 
government Na­ 
tional Archives and Records Serv­ 
ice—now acting as advisor to the 
Missouri Division of Budget and 
comptroller. State Civil Defense 
Agen ”, and the I deral Office oi 
Civil and Defense Mobilization on 
tho records program — places at 
$24 million the amount that can 
be trimmed from the $394 million 
the state spends each year on rec­ 
ords.
